During the course of my travels over the past few months, I’ve had occasion to meet with 
many happy couples in Canada as they celebrated their relationships and loving commitment 
to one another. Incidentally, many of these couples are from other countries (mostly the 
United States) taking advantage of the opportunity Canada has presented them. When 
travelling in the States, | was constantly questioned about how it’s now possible for Canadian 
law to recognize same-sex marriage and why this is only in effect in two of our provinces. It 
is always with a great sense of pride that | explain the situation—how it came about in 
Ontario and B.C., and also how a complex challenge lies ahead for the rest of us before this 
becomes a national proposition. With great shame, | also relate how Alberta Premier Ralph 
Klein appears to be the one redneck hold-out, using the dirty language of the dreaded 
“notwithstanding” clause to uphold the traditional sanctity of marriage as the union of one 
man and one woman to the exclusion of all others. | guess even in this new millennium, there 
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have to be dark clouds of bigotry and prejudice in order to truly see and appreciate the silver 
linings. To most Americans this seems awfully familiar, particularly with their own political 
climate under the current Republican regime; however, they draw great optimism that 
Canada is leading the way for their country. And, after all, you cannot automatically be 
divorced when you cross an international border (there would be a huge number of illegiti- 
mate children around the world if that were true!), so those Americans who have wed here 
remain so joined when they return home—even if Dubya and his cronies may not like or 
recognize it. Now we'll have to wait and see how Prime Minister Paul Martin will handle this 
particular part of the Chretien legacy. Not only Canadians but also the rest of the world will 
be watching this move toward equality with great interest. If nothing else, a new Liberal 
prime minister will be facing the electorate early in 2004, and we'll all have an opportunity 
to vote accordingly. 


Throughout 2003, many other significant achievements and challenges occurred. The 
Vancouver Pride Society celebrated twenty-five years of Pride with a spectacular weekend 
of silver anniversary activities. They also managed to eliminate a six-figure debt with one 
year’s worth of hard work. 


The accused from the Goliath’s Saunatel raid in December 2002 either accepted “alter- 
native measures” arrangements or waited all year for their day in court. Unfortunately, as 
we go to press, it seems that yet again they will have to wait to plead their cases—all the way 
to the Supreme Court, perhaps, if necessary. With a difficult challenge to Canadian law ahead 
of them, | wish them all well. 


The Toronto gay village was forced to cope with the after-effects of the SARS epidemic 
and the resulting impact of lost tourism during the crucial summer months. The economic 
impact of this will be felt well into 2004. 


By working together, with each challenge to the obstacles before us and each successful 
conclusion, we grow stronger as the Canadian 
GLBT community at large. 


So, as the holiday season approaches, be sure 
to celebrate with your family and friends as this 
year draws to a close and an exciting new year 
begins.

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Rendez-vous regardless

Last month, after two years and at least a million dollars invested in the project, Montréal 
2006 said ‘au revoir’ to the Federation of Gay Games, the administrative body that holds the 
rights to the logo and brand of the Gay Games, when contract negotiations reached a stand- 
still. The story began to break into the gay media in October, and recently coverage could be 
found in the Montréal Gazette, the national papers and the CBC. Details were vague, but the 
heart of the matter seemed to boil down to two issues: the number of athletes, and who held 
financial control of the Games. With mounting horror, gay Montréalers watched as the dream 
of hosting the most important gay sporting event in the world seemed to unravel with alarming 
speed. By the start of November, the two sides were no further ahead in finding a resolution, 
and talk began of revoking Montréal’s status as the official host city in 2006. Final negotiations 
in Chicago went into the small hours of the morning, contracts were slid under hotel doors in 
the middle of the night, final statements were given and a vote was held. Soon, it was official: 
the Federation of Gay Games withdrew its selection of Montréal as the host city. Point finale 
and fait accompli. 


Except that Montréal is going ahead with the Games, now christened “Rendez-Vous 
Montréal”, without the sanction of the FGG. 


This was not the first time controversy had touched 
the event. From Montréal’s initial selection in October 
200! in Johannesburg, the other cities on the shortlist 
claimed that Montréal had unfairly used a cheque for 
$100, 000 to influence the jury to award them the Games. 
] The protest was short-lived and the team from Montréal 
quickly began to set their sights on 2006. However, there 
had been no signed contract to finalize the deal, and that 
is the reason, two years after Johannesburg and deep 
into planning and investment, the FGG notified 
Montréal that they used the FGG logo and brand at 
their own peril. The 2006 team switched from 
planning mode to survival mode, and spent the next 
three months trying to find a compromise that wouldn’t compromise the quality of the Games. 
In the end, Montréal decided that what the FGG required would ultimately result in the event's 
failure. However, the question must be raised—why did this take two years to come to a head? 


Mark Tewksbury, co-President of the Board, explains: “Our contract negotiation terms 
changed halfway through the debate because of Sydney, because there was another financial 
loss, because of the events of September ||, because of all of these things that were totally out 
of our control,and not completely relevant to the delivery of our Gay Games. We sort of had 
to start all over again halfway through, and then negotiate until [we met in] Chicago, and then 
end up at the end of all that with nothing.” 


And was the main contention a dispute over how many athletes would attend the Games, 
as was widely reported? 


“It originally started at 10,000 which, through intense public negotiations suddenly started to 
be around |2,000—we were firm at 16,000,” Tewksbury says. “In the end, on the last day of 
negotiation, the Federation came around. The size and the scope was not the sticking issue; 
financial control was the deal breaker. Period.” 


After having four games lose money, the FGG decided that they wanted to have the final say 
on how the budget was spent, despite not being liable in any way if there were to be a loss. 
Montréal found this unacceptable. 


“This is an organization that's in crisis, this is an event that’s in crisis—let’s not kid ourselves,” 
Tewksbury reveals. “There’s a Gay Games in crisis every four years—it just usually happens 
after they're over. There's a lot of good in the Gay Games, especially the emotional investment 
in that brand. But financially, the delivery of that brand as a business has been extremely diffi- 
cult, and | don’t know what else we could’ve possibly done in Montréal to show them that they 
had nothing to worry about. We've hit all our marks, all the targets; we got the new sponsors, 
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we signed television three years out. There’s not a single thing that we've missed so far, so why 
change our plan? It doesn’t make sense.” 


Tewksbury shakes his head in disbelief. 


Whether or not public perception of the decision will be sympathetic to Montréal or to the 
FGG remains to be seen. Certainly, the emotion behind all the PR coming out of both camps 
is strong and clear. “Federation of Gay Games undaunted by Montréal 2006’s attempt to divide 
the Gay Games movement,’ cries the title of a press release from the FGG. “The FGG is an 
undemocratic, process-oriented organization, run by a handful of individual directors who are 
consumed with preserving their own image of the Gay Games,” counters Montréal 2006. 


Tewksbury says that they've gotten letters of support from other host cities who have dealt 
with the FGG in the past, thanking them for having the courage to stand up to the organiza- 
tion and the difficulties in dealing with it. Gay365.com just published an editorial billing Rendez- 
Vous Montréal as the games to attend in 2006, regardless of the dispute. Tewksbury believes 
that there is room for two international sporting events. “There are hundreds of events on the 
sports calendar, and dozens on the gay sports calendar,” he says. “The more competitive, the 
more credible, the more organized [we are], the more progress that we make.” 


Did the withdrawal of the FGG endorsement threaten the commitment they've received 
from partners, ranging from the federal, provincial and municipal governments, who have 
pledged $5 million in funding, to the television rights they'd secured with CBC's sister company, 
la Société Radio Canada (SRC)? 


“It doesn’t change it. | mean, it’s not fun to go to the federal government and say ‘Hey, 
remember that thing you agreed to? Well, it's changed and—whadya think—are you still on?’ 
And they said yes. 


“| think the Federation has found itself starting this little community-based event that’s grown 
into a major international movement, and it’s stuck between ‘Are we volunteer and commu- 
nity-based, or are we a big international event?’ They're two very different things,’ Tewksbury 
continues. “Our management team and Board think we're a very big international event. | think 
eventually the dust will settle and we'll hold out our vision of what we're doing, which is to 
deliver an amazing sport and cultural festival in a city that celebrates us. That’s not going to 
change.”

Willful woes

But try as | might this year, | just can’t seem to muster up much in the way of good will 
for most everyone who's running around doing his or her utmost to sink the whole 
notion of same-sex marriage. Before | get in too deep, maybe | should clarify: It isn’t that 
| reject anyone's right to object to such institutions. 


Quite the contrary, in fact. 


As a thoughtful Canadian, | fully support anyone's right to object to anything that upsets 
his or her narrow little view of life, although these arguments that same-sex marriage will 
lead to pedophilia, polygamy, necrophilia and the heartbreak of psoriasis seem to be just 
a tad over the top even for the lunatic fringes. Where we part company, however, is in 
what said objection should mean. Most opponents, or at least the vocal ones, think that 
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because they object to same-sex marriage, it should mean that two men or two women 
should never, ever be allowed to marry. |, on the other hand, think that if any individual 
objects to same-sex marriage, it means that said individual should definitely be 
allowed—nay, even encouraged—to marry someone of the opposite sex. 


Many opponents will argue that same-sex marriages run against their religious 
beliefs—and again, while | don’t agree with their religious beliefs, | defend their right to 
hold them. Unfortunately, however, part of their religious belief seems to involve the 
notion that if they believe it, we should all have to live by it; whereas | firmly believe that, 
all things being equal, another’s right to religious freedom stops precisely at the point it 
starts attempting to dictate mine. 


| understand that, for some, the whole notion of opening up the institution of marriage 
is a frightening thing. But contrary to what a lot of churchmen insist, marriage has for 
centuries been a matter of civil law and not theological, which accounts for the fact that 
long-suffering Roman Catholics have had to seek not just a divorce but a church- 
sanctioned annulment as well in order to put an end to a marriage that didn’t work out. 


Furthermore, only one government has ever attempted to interfere with that church’s 
right to dictate the grounds for matrimony within said church—and Henry VIII wasn’t 
intent on forcing the Pope to allow him to marry anyone, but rather to allow him to 
divorce, rendering all these pallid flutterings about churches being forced to wed same 
sex-couples as just so much alarmist prattling. 


In the final analysis, what’s important with civil matters is that our courts, working 
within a charter handed them by our legislators, have determined that defining marriage 
as a union between one man and one woman is discriminatory. 


In the face of those court decisions, our government is faced with the task of ending 
that discrimination—a task for which, fundamentalist rhetoric aside, the “notwith- 
standing” clause was never intended. In the face of that, too many opponents of same- 
sex marriage are now hiding behind the plea that we now move slowly; that they be given 
time to accustom themselves to the shocking and somehow horrendous notion that two 
men or two woman can actually join together in love and create a family equal to any 
other family.

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And you have ignored us. 


To make us wait for that 
equality now, simply because 
the notion of it makes you 
uncomfortable is to simply 
extend the discrimination of 
centuries.

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Battling for marital bliss

Their friendship became 
courtship and eventually they 
/came out to their employer. 
Both subsequently left 
pursue their own dreams. 


Michelle is in her thirties, 
while Stefphanie is in her 
forties. The latter was for many 
years a respected chef, but now 

works for Winnipeg Police Service 

Centres, while Michelle manages several 
properties. The two were married at Augustine United Church in Winnipeg on 
September |1, 1999, with over a hundred guests present, along with presiding minis- 
ters Rev. Bethan Theunissen and Rey. Linda Murray. They signed the church register, 
even though the government didn’t legally recognize their marriage. Rev. Theunissen 
sent a copy of the ceremony they had devised to the United Church of Canada, to be 
used as a possible guideline for future same-sex marriages. .

Fast-forward four years to September 2003. Both Stefphanie and Michelle are firm 
Christians and believe that love conquers all. They were regulars at the Metropolitan 
Community Church when it had a Winnipeg branch, which has since folded. This past 
September, when they heard the Christian Right planned to demonstrate outside the 
Manitoba Legislature in opposition to legal recognition of same-sex marriages, they 
went along with a few other gays and lesbians to “fly the flag”. 


“A few hundred people labelling themselves as Christians stood on the steps and 
prayed that we and all gays and lesbians be saved and be shown ‘the light of moral 
behaviour,” Stefphanie recalls. “We have to admit this was the first time in a long time 
that we truly felt fear when being present to protest and speak out about an issue we 
deeply believe in.” 


Ironically, the Christian crowd was called on to sing Shine, Jesus, Shine, a hymn the 
couple love and had played at their own wedding. It seemed to them a cruel irony that 
these straight-faced, severe opponents, spouting bigoted and unloving statements 
about the immorality of gay, lesbian or bisexual partnerships, should have chosen the 
hymn they most associated with their own love and beliefs. 


There was no fighting at the gathering. Only a few GLBT people were present, but 
the animosity of the crowd was palpable and, frankly, scary. At one point a group of 
these Christians, wearing red arm bands, physically encircled a few of the younger gay 
men present and began pushing up against them in an intimidating way. Some heated 
words were exchanged. 


As Stefphanie recalls, ““One of the rally organizers shouted at the young people ‘This 
is our rally and we don’t come to yours. Now get out because you're not welcome 
here.” 


This kind of intolerance shocked and upset both Stefphanie and Michelle, who 
wondered whatever happened to the brotherly and sisterly love Jesus represented. It 
certainly wasn’t present in the words of the main guest speaker, Virginia Larsson, billed 
as the spokesperson for a group called Real Women Of Canada. 


“Larsson struck fear into the hearts of the Christians present by telling them to 
phone, write and e-mail their MPs to oppose Bill C-250,“ says Stefphanie.“ She told 
them that if this bill was passed their right to free speech would be impaired because 
they could not gather at the Legislature or anywhere else to voice their opinions 
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because their words and actions would be considered as spreading hate propaganda.” 


Larsson’s statements were totally untrue, of course. After the rally, both Stefphanie 
and Michelle wrote to everyone they knew, urging all GLBT groups to fight back with 
a rally of their own. “We couldn’t help but wonder if our own community was 
planning any rally to speak out against the bigoted, homophobic rhetoric that we are 
seeing all over the media for the past three weeks,” wrote Stefphanie. 


No one had planned a rally and gay marriage opponents were getting plenty of 
media ink, so Stefphanie and Michelle, along with gay activist Brad Tyler-West, got 
together and created the Winnipeg chapter of Canadians for Equal Marriage. It is now 
a national organization with over thirty-five branches. The Winnipeg branch was 
formed September |0 and the national group was launched five days later, with some 
assistance from EGALE. 


On Sunday, October 5, the fruits of their labours were evident. Their own rally at 
the Legislature attracted over 500 people and the bigots stayed away. The sun shone 
brilliantly, gay flags flew and the mood was upbeat as speaker after speaker supported 
equal marriage recognition. 


Speakers included: Pat Martin, NDP MP for Winnipeg Centre; openly gay Legislature 
member Jim Rondeau; two ordained Catholics; and many others, including a law 
professor and a straight, married couple—all of whom were in favour of gay marriages. 


The rally was well covered by media and even managed to raise over $500 to cover 
future costs of Canadians for Equal Marriage. 


Stefphanie and Michelle were front and centre at the event and Stefphanie even read 
out a letter from her famous cousin, the creator of My Big Fat Greek Wedding, endorsing 
equal marriage rights. 


By pure serendipity, as one speech concluded the doors of the Legislative Building 
swung open and a newly married straight couple, the bride in a beautiful white dress, 
emerged. They had been at the building for wedding photos and beamed as they 
walked down the steps to the spontaneous cheers of the assembled throng. 


With this success under their belts, Stefphanie and Michelle have a new purpose in 
life and are busy planning 
future tactics to ensure 
GLBT marriages, including 
their own, are recognized by 
the state. They urge all 
sympathizers to keep on 
writing to their MPs to make 
sure the issue stays on the 
front burner in Parliament. 


The couple already have 
detailed wills, living wills and | 
power of attorney declara- | 
tions, but they would like a 
formal recognition of their ‘ 
love and their four-year-old marriage. 


“A domestic partnership or common- 
law status just isn’t good enough,” adds 
Stefphanie. “They do not fulfil the splendour of true love and marriage and we will 
fight ‘til we get that.”  W

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Homophobia’s high score

“The sporting arena is the last place where people are coming to accept gays and 
lesbians,” says Mark Pariselli, an eighteen-year-old athlete. “The jock-type guys in the 
weight room use ‘faggot’. Like, if you can’t lift weights, you’re gay. And that’s an insult. 
They still use that as an insult.” 


Pariselli is not alone in his thoughts. Many gay and lesbian athletes feel like outsiders 
in the world of sports. A new, Canadian-based organization understands their concerns 
completely. Founded in October 2002, the aim of the Gay & Lesbian Professional Athletes 
Association is to target homophobia in sports and to provide a resource for queer 
athletes. 


Pariselli is a competitive swimmer who has competed at the national level. He’s been 
swimming since age seven and has travelled all over the world to attend swim meets. But 
for years he thought he was the only swimmer who was gay. “| used to walk around and 
be like, ‘It’s so weird, no one else is gay. | think it has gotten better—now | can pick out 
people... It’s good that they don’t have to hide anymore.” 


The homophobia in sports has been difficult for Pariselli to handle. “The people on the 
sports team were the last people | came out to. Most of the girls were OK with it. The 
guys definitely had problems with it.” 


Pariselli recalls a particularly embarrassing moment at one swim meet. As usual, the 
team was eating dinner together in a hotel room. But one male teammate took the 
teasing too far. “One guy took one of the salad tongs and started [pretending to] shove 
it up my ass. You know, in front of everyone... It was quite embarrassing.” 


According to spokesperson Tyler Hoffman, GLPAA is the only association of its kind 
worldwide. As a result, GLPAA programs such as a Gay and Lesbian Sports Hall of Fame 
and annual awards for noteworthy individuals and organizations are still in the planning 
phases. The association is also available to give seminars for schools and sports teams. 


“GLPAA is establishing itself in an area where there is no support,’ says Sunil Sinha, an 
association board member. He says the association wants to address the attitudes of

Randall Reid, co-founder of GLPAA, agrees that homophobia is still a big problem in 
sport. “We're still where things were [twenty-five years ago],’ he says. “You wouldn’t 
think it would still be an issue in 2003, but it is.” 


Reid says homophobia affects the gay or lesbian athlete’s day-to-day operations. 
Everything from being in the locker room, to dealing with coaches, to personal income is 
affected. 


The problems don’t stop there. 


Steve Gelhorn is a high school basketball coach in the Greater Vancouver area. He’s 
also gay. But because he coaches at a conservative high school, he and the other coaches 
decided the students didn’t need to know. “There's still a lot of homophobia in the 
schools. A lot. I’ve heard the [slurs] so often it just kind of goes over my head,” he says. 


Being in the locker room is a unique challenge for the gay coach. “The only time | go 
into the locker room is to do a pre-game briefing and the guys are all dressed. | really 
watch what | do and keep focused.” 


Gelhorn says he doesn’t want other coaches or students—if they find out he’s gay—to 
question his motives for being in the locker room. !f a student someday questions his 
sexuality “they'll get a straight-up answer”, he says. 


As testimony to the homophobia that Pariselli, Gelhorn and GLPAA all see in sport is 
the air of secrecy that surrounds the GLPAA membership list. The association does not 
keep a database of member information, nor does it charge membership fees. As a result, 
it’s difficult for Hoffman to estimate exactly how many members it has. 


“We are probably the only association that doesn’t want to keep track of its members.” 


A new addition to GLPAA is a toll-free number (1-800-409-4522) that is available 
throughout North America. The association hopes that the number will make it easier 
for professional gay athletes to access counselling and mentoring. But Reid stresses that 
anyone with a concern can phone. “Everyone can use the line. Not just pro athletes. 
Parents with concerns, high school and university students, etc.” 


Reid is satisfied with the job GLPAA has done so far. “I was in Dallas for Gay Pride 
[this year] and | had a young guy come up to me and say he wished we were around a 
long time ago.” -W

December |2 marks the one-year anniversary of the Calgary Police Service raid on 
Goliath’s Saunatel and, at press time, many of the key players still did not have closure 
with regard to the incident. On November 17, “found-in” Terry Haldane showed up 
in court, where he was rescheduled yet again to set a trial date on December |. 


For much of the past year, Haldane’s case has been part of the one brought against 
Goliath’s owners, staff and management team; he has now been “splintered off” for a 
separate trial. Haldane is the only remaining patron charged in the raid facing legal 
action, as other found-ins opted for “alternative measures” that allowed them to 
avoid their charges being made public and their names appearing in permanent 
records. Of the thirteen charged as found-ins at the December 12 bathhouse raid, 
ten were reported as being primarily straight-identified, some of whom were also 
married. 


For the remaining defendants, it looks like a long legal battle could be in the works. 
Goliath’s owner, manager and two employees still face trial for keeping a common 
bawdy house, charges that their legal team and many community activists feel are 
based on unfair and antiquated morality laws. 


Defence counsel for the remaining four, John Bascom, will argue that at the time of 
the raid, Calgary Police did not have sufficient suspicion of criminal activity taking 
place on the premises to seek a search warrant. “This was a breach of my clients’ 
right to be left alone,” he told reporters after completing pre-trial applications on 


the work they have done to assist in so many ways.

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Survey says... | 


By Outlooks Staff 


Thanks to the expanded survey in our October 2003 issue, we now know more about 
Outlooks readers than ever before. Increased to two pages, this year’s questionnaire 
provided us with more detailed information about reader preferences in everything from 
the magazine’s content to consumer spending habits. There was also a significant rise in 
response to readers in smaller cities and towns, likely due to this year’s Web response 
option. Although there was a great deal of new information shared in the 2003 survey, a 
lot of what we’ve come to know about our readers remained the same. And were happy 
to report that you are what is commonly referred to as “good people”. 


Outlooks’ overwhelmingly large (88 percent) male readership is comprised of (mainly) 
out professionals who live in urban areas. They are well-educated, well-travelled (business 
and pleasure) and almost half (48 percent) earn $40,000 or more annually. Most of our 
readers (69 percent) do not read daily tabloid or broadsheet newspapers, and a copy of 
Outlooks is read on average by 3.] people. A significant number (32 percent) of you make 
a major retail purchase of at least $500 four or more times per year, and also dine out 
frequently (29 percent four or more times per week). We were also encouraged to learn 
that 61 percent of our readers responded that they “Always support” the advertisers that 
appear in this publication, and 54 percent are more comfortable patronizing businesses 
that display a rainbow sticker somewhere on their premises. Just under one-third of our 
readers are homeowners, while more than 50 percent owned their own vehicle or 
vehicles. In terms of vehicle selection, the number one factor reported in purchase 
decisions was manufacturer, followed in descending order by the availability of gay-friendly 
dealerships, colour, performance and fuel consumption.

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Inking a good deal

If you were given a choice when you were a teen, 
would you have written in pink? 


A group of queer youth in Toronto is doing just 
that—well, not literally, but they’re certainly not afraid to 
openly express themselves in any pen colour. Pink Ink, 
a Toronto-based writing program created by the 
Supporting Our Youth organization five years ago, is 
giving GLBT youth a unique and expressive outlet. 


Pink Ink’s definition of ‘youth’ is a very broad one, and 
the fourteen participants taking part this year range in 
age from fourteen to twenty-nine. Despite the age 
differences, the participants all share one thing: a love 
of writing. Participants get to tell their own stories and 
find their voice in a space where they can create and 
connect. 


“Pink Ink exists at the intersection of art and 
activism, individual growth and community empower- 
ment,” the program’s promotion boldly states. It also 
happens to be the only queer writing group in the city. 
_ From the positive response of those participants Outlooks spoke with, Pink Ink is evidently 
having the desired impact. 


Pink Ink writing teacher Leah 
_lakshmi Piepzna-Samarsinha 


Twenty-year-old Chris Jai Centeno became aware of the program five years ago, when he 
was just fifteen. He heard about the group, which was brand new then, through friends and 
decided to check it out. Centeno has really never left Pink Ink since then and he now finds 
pleasure in seeing people younger than him also find their voice through their own writing. 


“When | was fifteen | was too confident about my writing and, now that I’m at the other 
side, | think it’s cool to see other young people who are just coming out who have an interest 
in writing.” 

The program’s writing teacher this year, Leah lakshmi Piepzna-Samarsinha, is a testament 
to the power of writing to inspire young writers. “Writing saved my life when | was a fifteen- 
year-old queer girl,’ she says, “and I’m now trying to create that lifesaving space in Pink Ink.” 


Writing was, and still is, Piepzna-Samarsinha’s passion and it’s hard to miss the queer 
writer's noticeably vibrant sense of self—one she describes as likely being the result of the 
other. She hopes to enlighten participants with their own potential as writers and poets by 
teaching them writing, editing, performance and publication skills. 


Piepzna-Samarsinha bases a lot of how she runs the group on June Jordan’s Poetry for the 
People program, which Jordan ran out of UC Berkeley and in the Bay Area for many years. 
Jordan’s program emphasizes building trust through fighting oppression and creating commu- 
nity in writing classes, and that good writing is about telling the truth of your story with as 
much skill as possible. Often feeling marginalized, queer/trans youth are taking to the 
approach, with many of them taking part in Pink Ink more than once. 


Sixteen-year-old Ayden ‘Andy’ Scheim, who describes himself as a queer/trans/youth/anti- 
war/anti-occupation/social justice activist, is now in the program for the second time. Just 
like fellow participant Centeno, Scheim discovered the program when he was fifteen and 


dealing with a whirlwind of emotions that are part of coming out and feeling excluded. 
“Creative writing, spoken word/poetry in particular, gives me a way to vent, to sort through 
feelings,and to express who | am and what | believe,” he says. “For me Pink Ink is about more 
than just the writing... it’s about writing as a revolutionary act, a force for change.” 


There’s a common thread in the way participants describe Pink Ink and the role it plays in 
their lives as a place to bond with other queer youth. Sometimes a Hs, of wri 3 happen 
during the workshops and sometimes none happens at = ‘2 

all. There were a few times last year when the group | 
decided to go to anti-war protests or take walks rather | 
than write. Spontaneous flexibility is a key part of : 
Piepzna-Samarsinha’s philosophy that it’s imperative to 
create a safe and open space before creation can happen 
With her easy-going and supportive approach, there is § 
an abundance of admiration from participants. 


“She's a mentor, an inspiration,” says Scheim. “Leah — 
doesn’t force you to write—she makes you want to | 
write.” Piepzna-Samarsinha swells with pride when she 
talks about the impact she can have being part of Pink 
Ink: “It’s amazing to see youth coming into themselves — 
and finding their voices. It’s really great. | guess | feel 
proud because | really see them finding their wings. It’s 
a really good feeling”

the next generation of dynamic queer writers. “These young 

writers will take over where some of us who started off in the early '90s left off’ she says, 
“and hopefully bridge the gap in queer publishing”’ Learning about how to get published and 
take part in spoken word events is a big part of what the group will do next spring when 
they return from a break over Christmas and they gear up to take part in the ‘Pink Ink Pussy 


Pen Slam’ to exhibit their work. 


Many of the participants are already getting their work out there, exposing their talent and 
leading a new of young queer/trans writers and activists. Centeno currently works as 
features editor for the student paper, Excalibur Publications, at York University. He aspires to 
a career in journalism. “I’m sure what we've learned at Pink Ink can be applied in real life,” 
says Centeno. Many of the other participants have similar plans to carve a career in the arts 
as young queer writers, poets and activists. 


Scheim eloquently, and with the utmost in politically correct vocabulary, summarizes what 
Pink Ink is all about. “As queer and trans youth—and for many of us who are otherwise 
marginalized; as womyn, as people of colour, as differently abled people, as working class 
people, as genderqueer people—just voicing our realities, putting them on paper or shouting 
them out as spoken word is a revolutionary act.’ W

A bout of creative apartment hunting, 
with the aid of the obituaries and a hunky 
super, lands Marc (Michael Shawn Lucas) 
and Cynthia (Mara Hobel) their dream 


apartment in New York City’s Greenwich 
Village. Mare is an actor trying to break 
into Broadway, while Cynthia is a Long 
Island princess trying to break into the 
working world, but only has eyes for the 
top job of working with premiere editor 
Tina Brown. Marc’s best friend Robert 
(Aaron Williams) is desperately in love 
with Marc, but far too shy to say anything. 
The characters and situations all come 
together in Broadway Damage to create a 
great romantic comedy. 


What looks like the perfect domestic 
situation for Marc and Cynthia starts to 
look a little doubtful as Cynthia’s parents 
soon cut her off from their fortunes, and 
she has yet to find a job in order to pay 
the rent. Her persistent attempts to get 
in with Tina Brown are consistently 
rebuffed, but she thinks that she is too 
smart and too good for an entry-level job. 
One agent she tries to get in with suggests 
that, once she loses a few pounds, she 
would be perfect behind the perfume 
counter at Barney’s—a thought that horri- 
fies the girl who up until a few weeks ago 
could charge anything on mommy’s 
account at “Bloomie’s”. 


Marc quickly meets David, an aspiring 
singer who lives across the way, and 
although David is “sorta breaking up with” 
his live-in boyfriend, Mare falls in love 
regardless. When David’s boyfriend

couple interacts with Cynthia and her 
own not-really-boyfriend. 


Robert, full of unrequited love, tries to 
find someone to replace Marc. On 
Cynthia's advice, he prepares a series of 
grand gestures, one for Marc—until he 
learns that David is permanently in the 
picture—and later, for the cute and intelli- 
gent guy who works at a local shop. 


Reality crashes around the three of 
them as Cynthia becomes more desperate 
to change her work situation, Marc finds 
out that David might not be the perfect 
boyfriend after all, and Robert’s grand 
gestures aren’t always so well received. 
What is most apparent is the process of 
growing-up that each of the characters 
undergoes, when they find that the 
fantasies they hoped for are being crushed 
by the world around them. As well, the 
sense of hopeless optimism (a reference 
to the title’s Broadway Damage) is heavy 
through the film, which works to help fight 
the reality of their situation. 


There is certainly a lot of domestic 
humour to go around in Marc and 
Cynthia’s apartment, from Cynthia’s 
seeming inability to do her own dishes, to 
her insistence that Marc handle insects if 
she handles rodents. The scene with their 
first encounter with a cockroach is indeed 
clever and provides a great laugh. 


This film is very enjoyable, and | had a 
very good time watching it. | suppose the 
only thing | can say about it is that the 
ending was perhaps a little too happy, a by- 
product of the hopeless optimism that 
figures prominently in the storyline. 
Nevertheless, | certainly enjoyed this film, 
and would certainly jump at the chance to 
watch it again.

Quickies 3 

Various writers 

edited by James Johnstone 
Release Date: 2003 


I’m not sure why, but the theme song 
for Pot of Gold chocolates ran through 
my head every time | picked up my copy 
of Quickies 3, the latest anthology of 
“short-short” fiction from Arsenal Pulp 
Press. However, unlike the waxy, cheap 
chocolates to which the jingle belongs, 
this latest installment in the Quickies 
series is delicious, and likely a gift that 
someone with even a passing interest in 
the subject of gay male desire would be 
pleased to receive. 


Editor James Johnstone has clearly gone 
to great lengths in selecting a diversity of 
perspectives and backgrounds in this 
most recent crop of writers, all of whom 
provide a tasty assortment of literary 
tidbits to be sampled and savoured from 
cover to cover. However, despite the 
obvious variety of styles and worldviews 
contained within, one gets the impression 
that, were the Quickies crew all assembled 
in one place, there would be a great sense 
of recognition and camaraderie amongst 
them. 


Following an excellent and evocative 
forward by Johnstone, the floodgates are 
opened on an incredible mix of stories 
and storytellers from around the globe, 
their tales all filtered through the keen 
eye and ear of their anthologist. Although 
the latter might seem odd to some, it is 
what really makes this collection so 
alluring; if you are at all moved by the 
lyrical quality of the written word, then

this is one book you absolutely must read. 
Placement and pace figure prominently in 
this anthology; if the entire volume could 
be compared to music, then each brief 
tale is a movement in and of itself, yet 
collectively an integral part of the whole. 


In terms of subject matter—which 
Johnstone stresses is based on desire as 
opposed to “true” erotica—there is a 
disarming sweetness to the sexuality, a 
vulnerable, human quality that shines 
through in even the raunchiest of selec- 
tions. If there is any ring of “porn” to the 
works contained within Quickies 3's 
covers, then it is most definitely porn for 
the thinking man—which is, in my opinion, 
second only to porn for the feeling man. 

As an added bonus (and also in keeping 
with the previous Gump-esque analogy), 
Johnstone has included a “chocolate map” 
of sorts in the form of contributor mini- 
bios at the end of the book. | found 
myself flipping to the back continuously to 
see just what “ingredients” life had 
provided the writers in order to inspire 
such tales, an exercise that provided a 
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whole other level of enjoyment while 
experiencing the anthology as a whole. 

Though it is tempting, | won't go into 
detail about the contributors who partic- 
ipated in Quickies 3, as they are too 
numerous and uniformly talented to 
mention in any specific way. To do so 
would be as difficult and pointless as 
trying to explain how beautiful a jigsaw 
puzzle was by describing it one piece at a 
time. Suffice it to say the writers who 
participated in this book (and, in some 
cases, others in the series) are there for a 
reason—whether it’s loyalty to Johnstone 
and the good work of Arsenal Pulp Press 
or just sheer talent that keeps them 
coming back, the end result speaks for 
itself. 


Even if the subject matter holds little 
interest for you, | highly recommend 
giving Quickies 3 a read in the name of 
“exploration”. On merit of the writing 
and structure alone, it is one book that | 
guarantee will move you in some small 
way. Or even some large one.

Over the years, writers/editors James Johnstone and 
Karen X.Tulchinsky have demonstrated that they are two 
of the most “desireable” anthologists in Canada; 
Tulchinsky with her Hot & Bothered series and Johnstone 
with his Quickies books. In their collections, both have 
managed to capture the essence of same-sex yearning on 
an enviable economy of scale in the short-short fiction 
. format. Outlooks recently chatted with the two about their 
work, asking them the same set of questions to see just 
what made each of them—and their work—tick. 


Outlooks: In terms of this collection of work, what is it 
that drew you to erotica as core subject matter for the 
anthology? 


lames Johnstone 

Johnstone: The original idea for this collection was 
given to me by New York writer and anthologist Lawrence Schimel—we had met at the 
OutWrite conference in Boston after Queer View Mirror and Queer View Mirror 2 had come 
out. He said | should do a “sex” version of a short-short fiction anthology, so | talked to 
Arsenal [Pulp Press] about it. They thought it’d be a great idea. Basically, on a very crude 
level, sex sells. And why it does is because we're all still curious about it. It’s such a big 
force in our lives and it propels us through all kinds of crazy adventures. | think I’m like 
any other guy, gay or straight: I’m curious about what other people are doing. Sex fasci- 
nates me—the act, the desire, the power that it has over people in everyday life. It’s also 
a great motivator for the characters in people’s stories, a great “plot pusher”. 


Outlooks: Based on your perspective on the matter, in what ways is gay male erotica 
different from lesbian erotica? 


Johnstone: Well, | wouldn't claim to be an expert on lesbian erotica, although | have 
read Karen [X. Tulchinsky]’s Hot & Bothered series and I’ve attended a lot of readings that 
included [lesbian] erotica. I’m a huge fan of the Kiss and Tell collective. Some of the best 
sexual writing or performance art I’ve seen has been “person oriented’ —it was lyrical, it 
was sensuous; there was love there. | think traditional “friction fiction” tends to be more 
body part oriented. I’ve received stories for Quickies from lesbian writers—there are 
actually three female contributors in this collection—but a lot of it was body part 
oriented, because | think they thought that’s what gay men want. There's that perception 
out there. I’m not sure that [the two genres] are so different, but traditionally gay male 
erotica has been body part oriented and not as introspective. | think there is a different 
span but | don’t know if | can identify it in a real, substantive way. 


Outlooks: Do you think Canada is beginning to shake off its polite, “prudish” image or 
do you think we still have a way to go? 


Johnstone: | think we're certainly informed by our culture in terms of what we think 
is appropriate or what we're comfortable writing about. But we are also the country of 
Scott Thompson and that Kink show, which is the most over-the-top sexual program I’ve 
seen on television! | mean, is there anywhere else where drag queens have regular televi- 
sion gigs like Darrin Hagen does? We have people here that really push the envelope in 
Canadian writing. | think we are “up there” and | think the perception that we're a bit 
prudish really is a mistake. | think that the Quickies series also contributes [to the 
argument of Canadian liberalism] in a way;! mean, there’s not only a market for it here but 
they also sell worldwide. 


Outlooks: Was there anything specific you hoped to accomplish when you started 
working on the first edition of Quickies 3? 


Johnstone: | knew that | wanted to do a collection of short-short gay male fiction on 
desire. | knew that | didn’t want it to be traditional porn per se. However, until those 
envelopes start to come in [from contributors] you really don’t know what is possible to 
create—you are completely dependent upon what people send you. Now, having said that, 
| wanted to put together collection that was international, that had a variety of perspec- 
tives and a variety of tones. Sex can also be silly and ludicrous at times, so | wanted that 
in the book; a quirkiness. It didn’t all have to be about huge, sticky ejaculations and body 
parts of heroic size. | don’t know if | actually set out to have a “democratic” selection; | 
wanted stories that worked for me. All the stories in the books or ones that | like, that 
say something to me. | really love this collection and I’m very proud of it. 


Outlooks: The Wicked Witch of the West had flying monkeys for assistance; what sort 
of network do you have set up in terms of “sourcing” new material or talent for the 
anthologies you edit? 
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Johnstone: For the first Queer View Mirror anthology, | spent a lot of time in the gay and 
lesbian library here in Vancouver looking at magazines from all over the world. | also spent 
time looking at Spartacus and similar guides; you’d be surprised at what a wonderful 
resource they are in terms of finding local magazines, community centres and even writer's 
groups. | sent submission notices out to all sorts of places like that around the world. 
What you have one book down, then you have this amazing network of writers, and | 
always keep in touch with them. If you reach some writers then they will generally share 
things with others in the writing community—unless, of course, they’re nasty and selfish 
and keep the call for submissions to themselves! |’m also a totally shameless fan of some 
writers, so if | found a story | liked, I'd track the writer down and invite them to contribute 
to this collection. 


Outlooks: In terms of this collection of work, what is it 
that drew you to erotica as core subject matter for the 
anthology? 


Tulchinsky:The Hot & Bothered books are not so much 
erotica as about desire. Erotic stories usually have an 
obligatory sex scene. The stories in Hot & Bothered are 
broader. They are about desire between women, but aren’t 
necessarily erotic. Although some of the stories in the 
book are graphic and erotic and have sex scenes, others 
are softer or funny or serious or literary. Some are about 
chasing a girl and not getting her, or about breaking up or 
the death of a lover or bringing your girlfriend home to 
the family for the first time; long term lovers, seduction by 
fruit, teenage love, threesomes... But to answer your 
question, there is still a scarcity of lesbian reality on televi- 
sion and in feature films, and we all need to see or read reflections of our lives. Gay and 
lesbian rights have taken a dramatic step forward in Ontario and B.C. with the change in 
the marriage laws, but in other parts of the country, and the world, lesbians are still very 
much oppressed. Lesbians in rural areas have less access to images of our lives; lesbian 
youth still struggle daily with homophobia. The reason we are queer is because of whom 
we love and have sex with. We need mirrors of our lives in literature to feel whole and 
confident and sane. 


Karen X. Tulchinsky 


Outlooks: Based on your perspective on the matter, in what ways is lesbian erotica 
different from gay male erotica? 


Tulchinsky: | don’t know really. The only thing | can say is women are socialized differ- 
ently than men are around sex and love.Women find it much harder than men to separate 
love from sex. We don’t have the same opportunities for anonymous sex or outdoor sex. 
There’s the old joke—What does a lesbian bring to a second date? A U-Haul 
Truck—because lesbians are notorious for moving in together after the first date. Maybe 
were all just hopeless romantics. | know | am. 


Outlooks: Do you think Canada is beginning to shake off its polite, “prudish” image or 
do you think we still have a way to go? 


Tulchinsky: Absolutely. | think the polite prudish image is perhaps tied to Canada’s 
British roots. One of my goals in all the Hot & Bothered books has been to include stories 
from as culturally diverse writers as possible. | don’t think all Canadians are as prudish as 
our image. Read the book and tell me what you think. 


Outlooks: Was there anything specific you hoped to accomplish when you started 
working on the first edition of Hot & Bothered? 


Tulchinsky: My goals were to edit a book that adds to the canon of lesbian literature 
on the theme of desire. Each edition of the book includes well-known, established writers, 
and at the same time I’m always searching for new voices. | feel strongly about including 
diversity in points of view, culture, age, geography. Most of all the stories have to be well- 
written, with well-drawn characters, interesting and original plots. Books are first and 
foremost entertainment. 


Outlooks: The Wicked Witch of the West had flying monkeys for assistance; what sort 
of network do you have set up in terms of “sourcing” new material or talent for the 
anthologies you edit? 


Tulchinsky: | send out the call for submissions as widely as possible, to every gay and 
lesbian, feminist, alternative, left-leaning magazine, newspaper, community group in North 
America and other English-speaking countries as possible. We use the publishers website, 
my website. | hang notices on bulletin boards, and bring them with me to conferences and 
events. | do a mass e-mail. But I’m always open to suggestions for how to get the word
